Paint your own dinner plates’ 


By ELEANOR ROSS 


HERE'S oo new dccoratlvo 
note ond a new hobby: painted 
pnper plates. It’s a unique 
hobby, offering a nice neste of 
self-expression, and a mighty 
Inexpensive one it Is, too. And 
when well-handled, the paper 
plates look absolutely charming, 
ond tike the more expensive 
ceramic pleces, do a good job of 
lilvening the-decor of any room. 

The trick is, though, that the 
plates must be of the. non- 
absorbent type, the paper hard 
surfaced. and specially. treated to 
redst molsture. Otherwise, the 
surface would lop up paints and 
lacquers like a blotter. 

Ancient Method

Counting wild animals is har- 
der in many ways than counting 
people. You can't ring doorbelis 
nnd ask animals questions. Tie 
census takers try to make an 
neevrate count of animals in Just 
a few definite ‘areas, The flgures 
for those areas are compared 
from time to time, Thus we 
learn If wildlife is increasing, or 
decreasing, even if we uren’t 
exactly sure what the total 
number 

Observers watch the skies and 
watering-places to count birds 
as they come and #0. Acroplanes 
fly over herds and flocks to 
photograph them. Yellcopters 
hover nbove  hard-to-fot-at 
places,. Jet planes set on fast 
pictu before scary = birds 
ceniter af the noise of the motor. 
The photographs are eniarged, 
and the animals counted head 
by head or wink by wing. 

Birds are also trated around 
the leit from year to year.

One animal we've saved from 
dying out 3 the bison or buffalo. 
When white men stttled In 
America, 50 million of these 
animals ronmed the western 
plains. By 1889, there were only 
641 bison left In the country! 
But now, after careful counting 
and wise protection, we have 
about 4000. : 


Deer 400 were disappearing 
only 35 years ago. Now they 
represent nine out of 10. big- 
game creatures. We've been 
helping bears Increase also, over" 
the last 10 years.
